Most of us, in factory, shop, office or field, have been 
doing the same routine tasks day in and day out. We have not 
done less work for more reward, though many of us have done 
more work for less reward! So where has all this inflation come 
from? Of more importance, where has all the benefit from it 


gone? 

The Establishment admits that 
inflation is worldwide. Well, if every 
nation is the loser, who then gains 
at our expense? 

Money is only worth what it 
will buy. International Bankers have 
pumped out millions of dollars in 
paper money and credit way ahead 
of the real production of goods 
and services. This has led to more 
and more money chasing relatively 
fewer goods and hence skyrocketing 
world prices. Domestic inflation 
caused by the banks in this country 
has profited them at the expense of 
everyone else. Look at the massive 
profits they have made! But instead 
of stopping this bloodsucking, the 
Establishment has hit out at working 
people! Wages are kept down whilst 
prices are allowed to rise and 
vicious cuts have been made in 


public expenditure. 

Owing to the shear weight of 
debt that has built up, no fresh 
injection of borrowed capital can 
lift us out of depression. We now 
have inflation and rising unemploy¬ 
ment at the same time. So much 
wealth has been drawn off at the 
top of the system that people at 
the bottom are being thrown onto 
the economic scrapheap. There is a 
capital shortage for productive 
industry. Small firms and shops are 
going bankrupt, larger firms are 
cutting back, workers are losing 
their jobs. All this can be avoided 
because we CAN get a fairly stable 
general level of prices, but only 
through a common sense policy of 
public ownership and control of the 
banking system, cancellation of 
present usurous debts, and the 


ending of the debt system forever. 
It must be replaced by the intro¬ 
duction of a money supply directly 
related to our real productive 
capacity and spent — not lent — into 
circulation, debt and interest free. 

We must also get Britain out of 
the Common Market because Europe 
has only reproduced our past 
problems on a larger scale. Our 
trade defecit with the original Six 
has increased to over £2,000 
million. We must get together with 
our natural trade partners — the 
British settled nations of the 
Commonwealth - with whom we 
could build an independent, 
balanced and mutually advantageous 
economic partnership. Trade with 
other countries ought then to be 
carried on by direct deals on a 
barter basis cutting out parasitical 
financial middlemen. 

Our programme would benefit 
the producer, the wage earner and 
the consumer in Britain and give us 
all the chance of a steadily rising 
standard of living and a firm 
guarantee of secure prosperity. 
Without these Nationalist policies, 
the heart-rending sight of the 
Jarrow marchers above will not be a 
spectre from the past but the 
prelude to future decades of 
despair.

THE abysmal failure to 
eliminate poverty in Britain 
has been a characteristic of 
both successive Tory and 
Labour governments. 

Despite all the sanctimon¬ 
ious promises of the West¬ 
minster politicians to take 
action on behalf of Britain’s 
underprivileged, the poor are 
still with us. 

Of course poverty today is less 
obvious than it was — but no less 
real. We no longer see in this 
country large numbers of people 
starving in the streets or dressed in 
rags. Poverty is now hidden away, 
behind the rotting doors of half- 
furnished rooms and slum housing. 
Its evils are manifested in hundreds 
of thousands of daily domestic 
tragedies — the harmful strain on 
family relationships of never having 
enough to manage on; the degrada¬ 
tion of means-tests; the pensioner 
dying alone from lack of food or 
hypothermia. Poverty scars peoples’ 
lives. Many people in Britain are 
born poor and never recover from 
it. They have the worst health, 
worst housing, worst education, 
worst job prospects and much lower 
incomes than the rest of the British 
people. Added to their numbers are 
those not necessarily born into 
poverty but who fall victims to it, 
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from 6.9 per cent of the total in 
1964 to 17.3 per cent in 1972, 
reflecting the relative increase in 
poverty. 

One basic cause of poverty, is 
of course low pay. Prof. A. B. 
Atkinson, in a paper on the cycle 
of poverty calculates that over 10 
per cent of men earned less than 
£22 in 1972. The man in this group 
is usually unskilled and because of 
poverty, particularly vulnerable to 
sickness. He is unlikely to be in 
an occupational pension scheme 
and can rarely afford to buy a 
house or save for his old age;

Despite all the sanctimon¬ 
ious promises of the West¬ 
minster politicians to take 
action on behalf of Britain’s 
underprivileged, the poor are 
still with us. 

Of course poverty today is less 
obvious than it was — but no less 
real. We no longer see in this 
country large numbers of people 
starving in the streets or dressed in 
rags. Poverty is now hidden away, 
behind the rotting doors of half- 
furnished rooms and slum housing. 
Its evils are manifested in hundreds 
of thousands of daily domestic 
tragedies — the harmful strain on 
family relationships of never having 
enough to manage on; the degrada¬ 
tion of means-tests; the pensioner 
dying alone from lack of food or 
hypothermia. Poverty scars peoples’ 
lives. Many people in Britain are 
born poor and never recover from 
it. They have the worst health, 
worst housing, worst education, 
worst job prospects and much lower 
incomes than the rest of the British 
people. Added to their numbers are 
those not necessarily born into 
poverty but who fall victims to it, 
either because of disablement, ill¬ 
ness, being left alone to bring up a 
family, or simply growing old. 

How many people are there 
below the poverty line in Britain? 
According to independent charity 
organisations, an astounding one- 
fifth of the population! And even 
the recently published official 
Social Security Statistics for 1972 
reveals that the numbers of people 
on supplementary benefit alone - 
only given after a means test — 
including dependents, numbered 
4 Vi million British people, the 
highest on record. Nearly a million 
of the dependents were children 
under 16. Each day one in six of 
all school dinners is given free to 
children on account of the poverty 
of their parents. The number of 
free meals has had to be increased 



from 6.9 per cent of the total in 
1964 to 17.3 per cent in 1972, 
reflecting the relative increase in 
poverty. 

One basic cause of poverty, is 
of course low pay. Prof. A. B. 
Atkinson, in a paper on the cycle 
of poverty calculates that over 10 
per cent of men earned less than 
£22 in 1972. The man in this group 
is usually unskilled and because of 
poverty, particularly vulnerable to 
sickness. He is unlikely to be in 
an occupational pension scheme 
and can rarely afford to buy a 
house or save for his old age; 
consequently, low pay is a thread 
which runs throughout people’s 
working life and beyond into 
retirement. The poverty trap also 
clamps down on those who, after 
suffering the indignity of a means 
test, manage to get Family Income 
Supplement, free school meals, 
rent or rate rebates etc. The poverty 
trap operates between £20 and 
£27 a week. As his pay rises, the 
worker not only pays more tax but 
loses his “benefits”. It is common 
for him to lose over half a pay rise 
and quite possible for his net income 
to be less because of a rise. Recent 
statistics have also shown that large 
scale chronic illness is directly 
related to poverty, low income and 
poor housing. 

So what can be done to eliminate 
poverty and the misery it causes to 


millions of British people? The 
inadequate measures of recent 
governments — such as increasing 
benefits — are never going to 
eradicate poverty in Britain because 
they treat the symptoms of this 
social injustice, not the cause. 

Only a crash programme - 
including, as part of a Nationalist 
economic plan, full employment, a 
decent basic minimum wage, and 
substantial housing grants - will 
attack the root of the problem, 
eliminating this curse on modern 
Britain once and for all. 

Where would the money for 
such a programme come from? The 
answer lies in the overthrow of the 
whole fmance-Capitalist system. 
Once the nation’s productive 
capacity has been freed from the 
slavery of debt and interest pay¬ 
ments, our industry can be totally 
reorganized eliminating the needless 
under-production which is an 
inherent product of our existing 
system. The rise in the general level 
of the standard of living would be 
more than enough to give really 
generous help to the under¬ 
privileged. 

Poverty in a section of our 
society is an insult to the rest of us 
and an obstacle to the Nation’s 
progress and potential. It will 
certainly not be tolerated in the 
coming Nationalist Britain.
